London, Feb. 20.— A dispatch from 
Korti says Gen. Duller, who began 
h'-sratreat from Gubat several days 
ago, was compelled to halt at A bu 
Klea WolU and intrench his ti-ooiis 
in position there, in order to safely 
defond himself against £1 Malidi's 
men, who are gatbeting In large 
numbers on his line of retreat, and 
continually mensclng the British 
forces. Special dispatches indicate 
that Gen. Wolseiey will have to send 
strong re-cnforcoments to Gen. Bul- 
Icr if the hilter is to bo secured from 
his pi'riloiis position, (irivc fears 
are enlerlained that lioller may meet 
the fate of Gordon unless speedily 
succored. 

liEN. STEWAItT DEAD. 

Kom I, Feb. 20.— Gen. Sir Herbert 
Stewart, who was wounded at tiie 
biltic of Aim Ivlea, died on the 16th 
at (iakdiil Wells, to which placo ho 
had been removed. His death casts 
aglooin over the entire Itrilisli army. 

The surgeons stale that (len. Stew- 
art's wound was of such u character 
that recovery was hopeless from the 
first. 

A Dispatch rioiii I/ird Wolseiey, 
advising the (ii)vernineiit of the deatli 
of Gen. Stewart, says: "Gen Stew- 
art will be buried at the entrance to 
the valley leading to Gakdul. He 
will receive a soldier's funeral. No 
braver soldier or more brilliant lead- 
er ever wore the Queen's uniform 
ICnglandean til aSbrd to lose this 
young General." 

London, Feb.21 :— The possibility of 
war between England and Russia 
seems to increase and is causing 
grojt apprchension.Bussian encruacli- 
iiieiils upon Afgliaiiiutan are bcconi- 
iiig so bold that it is iiniiossible fur 
the (ioveriiment to lOUger ignore 
llM^ situation. 

Many persons think that much of 
the present activity in sending troops 
and amiiiunition eastward is inspired 
by the attitude of Uussia and not by 
the situation in llio Soudan. The 
Afghans, with thu livaclicry for 
which they arc noted, are sliuwing 
signs of dlsaflTection totvard England 
despite the promises of neutrality in 
return for protection against Russian 
invaders.

17 Bktvrdaj. 

Wasiiingtov, Feb. 21.— The formal 

dodicatloii of Washington monument 
took place this morning, as the 22nd 
fallson Sunday. The weather was in- 
tensely cold, the tlierinometer at 11 
A. H., rauging fourteen degrees above 
zero, but the sky was clear and 
ljrit;lil. The near approach of the 
inanguialiuii ceremonies swelled the 
crowds of visitors. At an early hour 
the stiet'ls piesentcd an animated ap- 
pearance, iiiiiiierous military and 
civic organizations and crowds of 
spectators inareliing toward the base 
of the grand shaft. The out-door 
ceremonies began at the foot of the 
monument precisely at 11 o'clock. 
The grand stand was filled with dis- 
tinguished guests. Praildent Ar- 
thur, llie Cabinet, visiting Governors 
of States, Senators, BepieMntaiivcs, 
diplomatic coros, members of the 
Monument Coininission, and all par- 
ticipating In the presentation, dedica- 
tion, reliidous and Masonic exercises. 

Senator Sherman prcsideii. He 
opened the exercises wilh'a brief ad- 
dress, reviewing Ilio history of the 
luonument and paying an eloquent 
tribute to Wasliingloii. 

The address by the veiiei able W. 
\V. CoiToruii, I'lesideiil of llni Wash- 
ington Mouunieiit Ass.n ialioii, who 
was present, but unei|ual to the task 
of speaking, was read. 

Colonel Casey, engineer iu charge

Tiia giving of gifts on New Year's 
day is said to have originated with the 
Itonian.i. Titus Tatiu.i, King of the 
.Saliiiies, was pre.sentwl, on the Hrat day 
o! the now year, with some branohes 
cut hi a wood consecrated to.ittrenia, 
the Uoddesa ot Strength. This he con- 
sidered 08 a good omen, and authorized 
tlie cnstoni afterword, and gave these 
gifts tlie name of streiue, 747 B. C 

Thb gilt knob at the end of the bar- 
ber's ]ole represents a brass boain, 
which is sometimes actually suspended 
from the pole. The basin has a notch 
cut into it to fit tlin throat, and was 
used for lalbering customers who came 
lo lai shaved. The polo represents the 
staff held by persons in veoeaeetiou : 
and the two spiral ribhona painted 
around it represent tlio two bandagos, 
one for twisting around tlie arm previ- 
ous to blcKxl-lettiug and the other for 
Unding. Barben fimnerlw filled the 
office Msurgeona, Fhnntmaorigmated 
the barber's pole. 

Bbiqbt's disease is one of the most 
common and fatal of the affections of the 
kidneys. It is charaeterizod by the 
presence of albumen in tbe discharges 
from the bladder, a more or lees general 
dropsy both of the cellular tissue and 
the internal covities, and an organic 
change in the Bubstonce of tlie kidneys. 
The disease was first classed and illus- 
trated by Dr. Bichard IWght, in 1836. 
Henoe its name. Dr. Bright published 
additional works on the subject in 183'jl 
and ISiO. Ot the coustw of this dis- 
ease the most important, undoubtedly, 
is exposure to the cold when the body is 
exhaosted by fatigue, by recent illness, 
by an innutritiona at nnaaitable diet, or 
by an exooeaive oae ol aleoliolio liquors.

Hie 
trap-door spider lives in a burrow which 
he makes ui the ground where the grass 
grows, generally m a sUipiug bonk ; he 
covers the entrance to his burrow with 
a trap-d(X>r, which works uixin a hinge, 
luid which so nearly resemues tbe snr- 
roiiiiding gross that only a careful ob- 
server can detect it. Thi-i, however, is 
not all ; if an enemy finds the door and 
opens it, and enters the spider's castle 
he may very easily fancy that there is 
no ono at homo, for in the sides of the 
burrow, which is Ibied with a soft silky 
auliatanca, ihaia an olhar tiap-doors 
communicating with branohea of tbe 
burrow, and covering these branohes so 
craftly that they may easily bo passed 
by unnoticed. Nay, if tbe enemy should 
be clover enough to find his way into 
one ot these braQohea, be may s^l find 
no one at home, the owner of the castle 
being iierliops in a branch of this branch 
of the liurrow, concealed by another 
trap door. Architecture of tin's kind 
idmts tlie mouth of any one who should 
say that tlio inferior memibors of crea- 
tion do not know how to adapt means to 
ands. Nor can it lie said that the power 
of adaption dm's not go to some extent 
beyond the wonders ot ioatinct 

The old atory ol the beee who de- 
stroyed an intruding monae with their 
stings, and then covered it over with 
woxTjecanse tin y eoold not get tid of 
the body, feared the results of its con- 
tinuance in tbe ktve, is only one of a 
number which ^ to prove uiat in the 
lower world of living things there is un- 
questionably a power of adaptatioa to 
iinforeaoeu circumstances, a reasoning 
out of results and acting uccordiugly, 
which oannot possibly be set down U> 
the credit of instinct properly so called 
Bnt the imjiorbuit (loint to be observed 
Ls this, the iiilluite superiority of the 
aiiiiiiid's ojierations when it (loes not 
reas(iU| and the iiittnito inferiority ot its 
operatuins to those of man when'it does. 
It hns been laid that a bird will carry ao 
oyster in Ihe uir and let it drop upon s 
rock in order to break the slioU und get at 
llie treosure witliiu ; a simple operation 
til is, and yet we ttaud well-nigh aghast 
at Uio bird's prodigious snperiority above 
all that wo hod expected, and we doubt 
whether suoli a wonderful feot can be 
positively substoutiated. I will not say 
that there may not l)o in in»«>ctM and biriie 
and mammals tlie germ of that faculty 
whioli invented the steam engine ; bat 
certainly Jt. seems almost impossible to 
oonbiin iu one deticription or definition 
two fitcultie« so diverse in tho import 
once of the results. Adaptation of 
moans to ends is not in the ease of man 
something subsidiary, and exhibiting it^ 
self now and then in exceptional cbrcum- 
itonoes, but it U tli« law of his being. 
The matvst savage contrives maobinee tu 
caUiii bis pray ; he makes his stone im- 
plements (ill be seos bis way to bronze 
and iron ; ho constnicta his Doat, or floats 
on his log of timber ; lie may be and 
doubtless is nide and elementary, bat 
he is the genuiuo ancestor of James 
Watt ood Oeorge Stephenson.

In the Zulu war I sow four ixirsoui 
wonnded in the legs with bnlleU, tine ol 
tliom eepeciolly having leoeiviid a IhiIIcI 
just ImTow tlie knee, smashing all the 
uoiies, and leaving u hole that yon could 
tee through. The dot^tors said the onl} 
hope tor auy ot them waa ampntaUon. 
This they nfuaed to allow, aad tliey 
would do nothiug but pour cold watei 
from time to tinn^ \VhMl I laat saw 
them all but the worst could walk alone, 
and h'ia wonnd looked healthy, the Imnt 
having giown together, and knitted 
quite strongly.

The onlleotion 
embraces quaint pieces ot furniture, ex- 
plosive ahclls and ahells ot Uie ocean, 
iiireda ot Jadies' dresses, rode weapons 
of savage races, huge star fish, and 
many onriqus things the use and purpose 
if which are stdl unknown. Thocvllec- 
tiou contains the brokeu Iwll bnmgbt up 
from tlie ill-fotod steamer .\tlaulio of tint 
White Star Line, which wiui wrecked on 
(ilolden Itule liock, on the Nova Sootia 
?oo8t on April 1, 1873, with u loss of 557 
mt of 1,(X)7 souls on board. Thero is 
il»o a rusty, lidtlcKS sword, dug uut of 
thu Band eight years ago, near tjie hnik 
if the British bark Ibiatle, which was 
l(«t on Squan Beach, N. J., in 1811. 
riiere are also several liottle.s of Bwpet 
ml, holding a pint and a half eocb, with 
tlio original corks iutoct, and tbe oil as 
slcir aa cmtali taken in November, 
1877, from tbe wreck d the British hash 
RolM'rt, wbkih went down in ISHwith a 
isrgo ot lead and oil and five of her or«w, 
jff the place where Atlantic City now 
'tands. There is a South Sea Island 
miiteen, ingeniously constructed of oo- 
XMunt shells, which was fished up from 
t wreck in seventy feet ot water on the 
"oast of Maine; also a mnss(>l shell firmly 
nibeddod four inches in dejith in o well 
whicli was found 140 feet abova the sua 
level on £be Jersey coast ; also a pelican's 
iknll and bill, measuring two feet from 
liack to tip (making an excellout though 
»id« dippor ), which wo« found near the 
wreck ol tlie bark Bobert Fletcbar, oa 
ihs south beach ol Long Uand, and 
wfaioh k said to have been used to bail 
rat ths boat by the crew when endeavor- 
ing to es(aipc. The jaws of a sbork 
killed on the South Carolioa coast, which 
have been preserved, can eaaily be passed 
]ver the shoulders and down the body 
if 0 full-grown man. One ot the most 
juriouM relioa is a lamp chimney taken 
from tho remains ot the ironclsa Msrri- 
i.ac. Oysters three inches long were 
loiuid attiudiod to tho glata, and four 
«rge oysters which hod grown nlieut the 
iiruRH lia.'ie of the chimney from on irreg- 
ilar sipiare. The hilts of several sworda 
mil sonic old firearms are ahw encrusted 
with oyster shells.— JVisio York Sun,
